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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the plasma sputtering 
technique of the claimed invention does not remove material but smooths the surface, and changes the material structure or reduces 
defects in the material in contrast to the prior art. However, there is no evidence on the record that shows a difference in material removed 
by the particle beam of the current invention and the particle beam of the prior art. Additionally, it appears that smoothing out the surface 
being bomarded by the particle beam of the claimed invnetion would result in some material being removed from said surface. It is 
maintained that there is not a structural difference between the particle beam of the prior art and the particle beam of the claimed invention. 
Additionally, some plasma sputtering processes etch the material being bombarded. A limitation requiring that the plasma sputtering 
process does not remove material from the surface that is bomarded is a limitation that is not claimed. Additionally, it appears that the 
particle beams of the prior art have an energy within the claimed energy values such that the particle beams of the prior art have energy to 
increase the smoothness of the material and to change the microstructure.
